Creat 
Britain would immeasurably gain if 
every Colony retired from her suzerain 
ty. The common jiuterest of Canada, 
of the United States and of Great Brit 
ain would be subserved by Canadian 
wonesation. [tis therefore certain of 
accomplishment, but it will be done 
upon careful premeditation and by 
common eousent. Not so with the 
Spanish American people to the south 
ofus. In these regions we mast make 
way with the sword. Taking Cuba into 
the consideration, we discover she is 
one of a group known as the West [Tn 
dia istands, seattered about the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Carribenn Sea, Any 
one of them commands the approach to 
the shore lines of North and South 
America on the Atlantic and crossing 
the narrow Isthmus strip at Panama, 
the entire continental coast lines of 
the Pacific. If we grow as a nation 
therefore we want ueither artificial 
boundaries nor alien possession of any 
of the island groups contiguous to our 
coasts, When we have acquired the 
whole of the hemisphere, then the no 
territorial accession feature of the Mon 


roe doctrine may very properly be 
joined with the other, Every island 
oveupied off our cousts by a foreign 


power where ships of war can rendez 
vous to strike our seaboard cities is a 
standiny threat to our tranquility and 
acontinuing source of anxiety. No 
body dreams that American statesmen 
will annex the Phillipines or assume 
the responsibility of their permanent 
eontrol, They would make au admira 
ble merchandise to trade with some re 





sponsible goverument for a few islands 
off onr coast. The exigencies which 
have aleady arisen and which will al 
ways arise out of the oonfliet of arms 
must influence our national estate. 
One things is doubly certain—our na 
tional jacket is too tight. It must be 
greatly enlarged or it) will burst at the 
SORTS, \s we look down the long vis 
ta of time we see opening up to view 
u hemisphere peopled with teeming 
inillions skilled in the arts of pence, 
speuking one language and subject to 
u governmont built upon individual 
equality ands true recognition of hu 
man rights. It looks now as though, 
in the yveurs to come, we are to play a 
chief port in humanizing the world. 
An Anglo-American alliance for pur 
poses of mutual perpetuation may yet 
be God's instrumentality to sweeten 
the earth. A nation in order to be 
magnanimous to the weak, patient un 
der veprouch, uninthienced by threute, 
must first be just and then absolutely 
strong. it presents to us un pleasant 
picture. May we be such a nation and

Lhad intended to go 
back to Dawson this season, but think 
I cannot do that now for I cannot miss 
being at court to proseente these men 
who robbed me.” 

“You had quite an 
the hobos at Skaguay, 
suid the News man. 

“Yes indeed, but it is a source of 
gratification to he treated so kindly 
when in trouble, for ] cannot thank the 
good poople of Skaguay enough to re 
pay them for the interest they took in 
getting me back my money and running 
down the guilty parties.”
